OEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 
WHAT MAT BE EXPECTED. 
Spectal Inspatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasnincrow, D. C., Dec. 13.—The House 
Democratic caucus met at 2 o'clock, and in two 
bours had performed two remarkable acts. It 
appointed a committee to conduct the Presi- 
dential campaign, and another committee to act 
asa Star Chamber censor of Congress. The 
first Committee is usual with both parties. The 
second is a political innovation. The Northern 
Democrats, who make some claim to independ- 
ence, are already very restive at the caucus de- 
cision. They are even now ready to echo the 
words of Holman, who said in caucus that he did 
not propose to have any Star Chamber control 
bis vote or conscience. The formal proceedings 
of the cancus were these: It was generally 
agreed that the proceedings of the caucus should 
be kept secret. Lamar, who has been made per- 
manent President of the Democratic caucus, 
called the meeting to order. He stated that it 
had been called at the request of prominent 
members of the party, to take such action as 
might be deemed proper, after consideration. 
Waaddeil, of North Carolina, offered a resolution 
providing for the appointment of a 
NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
to consist of three members of the Senate, six 
members of the House, and three rosi- 
dents of the District, who should have 
supervision of the distribution of doc 
uments, and have charge over such 
other matters as are usually devolved on such 3 
committee. Waddell thought that the im- 
portance of the Presidential campaign rendered 
such a committee imperatively necessary. Thie 
resolution was adopted without discussion. Sam 
Cox then submitted his Star Chamber resolu- 
tion. This brilliant opponent of che Will-o’- 
the-wisp,” which he calls Republican central- 
ization, proposes to create something like the 
old Council of Ten, Which shall have control of 
a great party, and make voting cattle of its 
Representatives. Cox succeeded, and the futile 
attempts of the Republicans in the last Cong ress 
to suppress independence of thought ob the 
Force bill and other subjects are insignificaut 
compared with the shackles which the Dem- 
ocratic party forged to-day for the voices and 
votes of its members, Cox’s resolution provides 
for the ap pointment of 
A COMMITTEE OF THIRTEEN 
Representatives to act in conjunction with a 
Committee to be appointed by the Senate Dem- 
ocratic caucus to originate business, and to de- 
termine on such line of policy as may be wise to 
pursue. This is the substance of the language 
of the resolution. It met with considerable op- 
position in that form. A large number of mem- 
bers wished to have a better chance of secur- 
ing a place on this grand political council 
of the ocrate than they were likely to have 
at the hands of Lamar. Accordingly an amend 
ment was offered, providing that Committee 
should consist of one member for each State 
and Territory, to be named by the respective 
delegations. A general debate followed, which 
was participated in by Randall, Hoiman, Jones 
of Kentucky, Luttrell, and Buckner. Holman 
and Jones developed the most iudependence. 
They opposed both the resolution and the 
amendment, insisting that no necessity existed 
for the creation of such a Committee. They said 
that the action of no Committee could bind 
any member or prevent the caficus of 
the whole from taking whatever action it deemed 
right. Those who had planned this political 
Sanbedrim were not to be diverted from the 
purpose by apy such exhibitions of inde- 
pendence. Specious speeches were ready to 
show that the object of the resolution was pot 
to bind the votes or consciences of any mem- 
bers, but that it was merely to simplify the 
labors of the cause by arranging business, and 
that whatever recommendations the Committee 
decided on should be submitted tothe caucus 
for its approval. The resolution, as originally 
introduced by Cox, was. however, . wit h- 
out modification. Lamar was autborized to ap- 
point both Committees. No other business was 
transacted. 
The Conservative Democrats

confeesion of weakness ; that it is an attempt to 
secure by force a unity which does not in fact 
exist.

lating to the foreign relations of the United 
States, which accompany the President’s mes- 
sage, form two volumes, with an exceilent in- 
dex. Extracts are given from the correspond- 
ence with all of our foreign Ministers, none of 
them more interesting than the dispatches ad- 
dressed to and received from Mr. Cushing at 
Madrid, which occupy about one-eighth of the 
whole work.

A BIG JUDGMENT. 

In the important case of Phillips & Colby,Con- 
struction Company, ve. E. 8. Alexaoder and 
others, from the Northern District of Lilinois, 
the Supreme Court of the United States have 
affirmed the judgment of the Court below, on 
condition that the defendants in error remit 
from the judgment the amount of 
the special verdict in their favor of $11,000, thus 
reducing their total recovery to $107,000, and 
interest and costs. The case arose out of the 
contract of Alexander and his associates to

At this moment C. B. Farwell 
came up and recognized Darphy as a man who 
had previously applied to him for employment, 
pleading great lameness from wounds received 
inthe army, and that he (Farwell) had never 
seen him since. except a few daya later, when he 
met him io the street, entirely free of lameness. 
That he reminded Durphy of this, the only oc- 
casions on which they had ever met, when the 
later immediately drove away.

THE COTTON CROP. 
A Slightly Discouraging Report Re- 
ceived ter the Month ef November, 
New Oxnveans, La., Dec. 13.—From this State, 
twenty-five parishes furnish twenty-nine letters, 
which report the weather during November as 
much less favorable than last year. About 8 per 


cent of the crop had been gathered, and the re- 
mainder, with fair weather, would be gathered 


by the Ist of January. The increase in the yield 
to Dec. 1 was about 8 percent. Owing to the 
extremely unfavorable season for saying the 


erop, the quality of the cotton will be much 


lower than usual. 

From Miesissippi we have received sixty-four 
replies. The weather, as compared with last 
year, was usually stated as less favorable, pre- 
venting picking. Sixty per cent of the crop is 
already gathered. It was estimated that all will 
be picked by the first week in January. The 
yield, as compared with last year, will increase 12 
to 13 per cent. There is great complaint of rain 
washing out open bolls, and much injury is said 
to have been done to the quality of the cotton 


thereby. 


From Arkansas we have thirty reports from 
twenty-three counties. Nine report more favor- 
able weather, nine about the same, aud twelve 
less, owing to heavy rains, cloudy and cold 
weather. A proportion of the crop picked aver- 
ages 75 per cent, and the average time at which 
picking will be completed is Jan. 6. The aver- 
age increase in yield is estimated at 20 per cent. 
Labor is reported in many places as deficient. 
Some hands have abondoned their crops. The 
cotton that will be saved after the date of 
their reports will generally be of low grades, 
trashy aud dusty, owing to the rains beating the 
cotton on the ground. 

From the Charleston Department we have the 
replies of sixty-two correspondents in twenty- 
six counties. The weather during November 
has been about as favorable a4 last year to 
gathering cotton. The past ten days, how- 
ever, have been generally cloudy, with some 
rain. Thirty-one correspondents report picking 
as finished in their section; the remainder 
say that from three-fourths to seven-eighths is 
now gathered, and that picking will be finished 
by the 15th to the 20th‘imst. The yield shows a 
falling off in comparison. Reports from thir- 
teen counties state that the yield of lint from 
seed-cotton is from 10 to 20 per cent less than 
usual. 

From the Savannah Department, Georgia, 
twenty replies state that the weather since Nov. 
1 has been ore favorable than last year, 
twenty-cight replies that it has been leas fa vor- 
able, and twenty-three that it Aas been 
about the same. The spring was cold and late. 
A severe drought affected the plant in July, and 
the weather for two weeks has been the very op 

ite of what was lo develop the 

crop. The crop has been pretty well h- 
ered in. Picking will close about the 15th of 
December, but, in some sections, where 
there is a top crop, it will de prolong- 
ed beyond that time. Prospects have pot 
changed sinc? the last report. The decrease 
from last year will be about 10 percent. The 
middle crop was poor, and expectations from the 
top crop have not been reahzed. The weather 
the past two weeks pas Deen cloudy, rainy, and 
warm in Middle and Southwest Georgi 
To. bettom and strong dry lands the. plant 
bas a covsiderable amount of green 
bolls upon it.

From the Memphis Department of West Ten- 
nessee we have twenty-five responses. One re- 
ports more favorable weather than during the 
month of November, 1874, or about the same, 
and twenty-three report very unfavorable, —less 
favorable than in November, 1874, attended with 
very damaging rain. Seven report heavy winds, 
Seventy per cent of the crop has been picked. 
Ten report the picking will close in December, 
eleven in Jauuary, and four in February.

The hot 
weather has prevented frosted cotton from open- 
ing and caused is mostly to rot on the stalk, 
Very great loss has resulted from the beating 
rains and winds, and serious doubts are ex- 
pressed astothe saving of any material part of 
the now outstanding crop, owing to continuous 
rains. 

The District of North Tennessee sends thirty- 
one responses. One repofts more favorable 
weather than during November, 1874, three about 
the same, and twenty-sevea very unfavorable,— 
less favorable thaa in 1874,—attended with very 
damaging rains. Nine report heavy wind-storms ; 
60 per cent of the crop is gathered. Seventeen re- 
port that picking will close in January, fourteen 
in February. The average date is Jan. 24. The 
yield is estimated at 23 per cent greater than 
1874. Very great loss is re dy beating 
rains aud heavy rain-storms, Much anxiety is 
expressed in regard to saving the balance of the 
crop, owing to the continued rains, the discour- 
agement of laborers by the low price, and the 
general indifference demoralization of labor. 

From the District of Northern Arkansas we 
have twenty-eight responses.

Picking has generally been completed in 
the uplands, and about 90 os cent of the crop 
has been gathered on the prairie and bottbm land 
counties. All will be harvested by Christmas. 
Sixteen counties, composed chiefly of prai- 
rie and bottom lands, report that the yield is es- 
timated at about 22 per cent greater than last 
year. Nine, comprising fair, average lands, re- 
port that the yield will be about the same. Two 
upland counties report that the yield is estimat- 
ed at about 18 per cent less, 

From Mississippi forty-ove letters from seven- 
teen counties all report the weather for gathering 
the cotton-crop as leas favorable than last year 
since Nov. I. on account of excessive rains, 
Three counties report that less than two-thirds 
of a crop bave been picked, and one that four- 
fifths have been picked. All is to be 
gathered by the Ist of January, fteeén coun- 
ties report an average increased yield of 13

From the Augusta Department we have fifty- 
four replies from twenty-six counties.

Dr. P. Cunningham, Medical Superin- 
tendent of the Cook County Insane Asyinm, 
gent in bis annual report for 1875, which 
set forth that the institution bas been 
greatly overcrowded during the period cov- 
ered by the report. more especraliv 
the wards devoted to the more violent class of 
patients.

time within the year was 342, of which number 
175 were males and 167 females. During the 
same period, 192 persons hed been discharged 
from the asylum, of which number 103 were 
males and 89 females. There had occurred, 
within the year, 45 deaths, 21 males and 24 fe- 
males, Of those disebarged, 24 were reported 
cured, 37 improved, 6 unimproved, and 2, 
a male and female, had eloped. re 
had been sent to the State Asylum 78 patients. 
Of those who died, the greater number were in 
a state bordering on dissolution when admitted. 
Nov. 80, 1874, the total number of patients in 
the asylum was 302; admitted during the year, 
161; discharged in the same eriod, 192; re- 
maining in the asvlam Nov. 1875, 272. 
Further, the report went to show that the great 
er number of males and femaies couned ip the 
asylum were between the ages of 35 and 40. 
— 81. Between the ages of 75 and 80 
ears, and under 15 years of age, the retura 
showed only one patient. 

Reference was made in the report to the many 
improvements made during the year, and the Su- 
perintendent suggested that the Board appoint a 
Committee to contract for the furuiure of the 
new wards.

The City Marshalship still hangs fire in the 
Common Council, a majority of the Alder- 
men being unwilling to take action upon the 
confirmation until after the Council shall 
have decided the question of abolishing the 
office altogether. A test vote was taken 
last evening on the motion to adopt 
the minority report, which con- 
templates the continuance of the 
Marshalship, and which was laid on the table 
by a vote of 20 to 14. The matter has been 
postponed for one week, and if the majority 
stand their ground and resist the pressure 
that will be brought against them, there is an 
excellent prospect that the useless office of 
Marshal will be abolished. 

The Democratic majority in the House of 
Representatives have enthroned King Caucus 
in royal state, and have invested that 
potentate with the most absolute power over 
the liberty and property of his subjects. The 
Caucus yesterday adopted a resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of a Joint Com- 
mittee of the House and Senate, which shall 
originate all measures of party policy and 
dictate the party vote on all measures, by 
whomséever originated or introduced, — this 
entire Committee to be appointed by 
ex-Confederade Lamar, permanent President 
of the Caucus. A few of the more fearless, 
independent, and conservative Democrats, 
such as Holux, of Indiana, and Jonxs, of 
Kentucky, violently opposed the Star-Cham- 
ber system, and declared that they would re- 
fuse to submit to its dictation, but they were 
ignored and outvoted, the Caucus even refus- 
ing to modify the resolution so as to allow on 
the Committee a member from each State and 
Territory. The Southern element insisted 
upon the restoration of ther antebellum su- 
premacy—the right to crack the party-whip 
as in days of yore. They carried their point 
by force of numbers, but there are indica- 
tions of a revolt which may assume formida- 
ble proportions when the lash begins to be 


applied vigorously. 


THE THIRD PARTY. 

The clearest sign of the political times, 
since the elections of last fall, is the forma- 
tion of a Third Party, which is destined to 
enter into the Presidential campaign of next 
year with a regular organization and a com- 
plete ticket. -The Republican party will be a 
sound-money party in that campaign. The 
Democratic party, as a party, cannot and 
dare not do otherwise than support a hard- 
money candidate, and are already committed 
to Kern and Tos. The disastrous ex- 
periences of last fall have taught them this 
useful lesson. In Ohio, where they had 
more elements of success on a shin. 
plaster platform than in other States, 
inf place of securing a victory for ir- 
redeemable scrip, they lost heevily, and their 
large majority of the previous year was re- 
versed to a respectable minority. In Penn- 
sylvania, the sound-money victory was easily 
won. In New York, Wisconsin, lowa, Minne- 
sota, Maine, and Massachusetts, they did not 
dare to make an issue against resumption, 
With the reverses in Ohio and Pennsylvania 
staring them in the face, the Democratic party, 
as a party, will not venture to go into the Presi- 
dential campaign upon the Rag-Baby platform. 
This accounts for the Republican and the 
regular Democratic organizations. But there 
is still another large and at present unrep- 
resented element to be taken into account. 
The country is full of Rag-Babyites. In Ohio 
they represent the bulk of the Democratic 
In Illinois they have numerous 

ives in both parties. In the other 
Northern States they are a strong minority, 
and it looks asif the South in spote were 
full of them. These men will not stand idly 
by in the campaign. They will not vote for 
a sound-money ticket, nor will they take 
part in @ campaign upon a resumption 
platform. Suppose, for instance, that 
the Democrats should nominate . Txun- 
man or Trmpzn, and the Republicans 
Burarme or Wasssvexnz What could 
the Rag-Babyites do? They could not vote 
for any one of these men. What is there left 
for them but to nominate a soft ticket of 
theirown? This they will undoubtedly do, 
having both the material for a ticket and the 
determination to makeit. The indications 
that this material is rapidly crystallizing into 
practical shape are already appearing. The 
action of the Executive Committee of Western 
Independents in their meeting held in this 
city a week or two ago was the first 
gun in the third-party campaign. At 
that meeting, resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted in favor of an unlimited 
issue of irredeemable paper currency and the 
repeal of the Specie-Resumption act, and de- 
claring that we will enter the Presidential 
contest of 1876 with candidates of our own 
choosing who shall be pledged to uphold our 
(Rag-Baby) principles.” In view of these res- 
olutions, and to give them a practical bearing, 
a Delegate Convention was called at Indianap- 
olis, May 17, 1876, to put in nomination rag 
candidates for the Presidency and Vice-Presi- 
dency. Even more significant than this is the 
intelligence from Washington of the irreconcil- 
able wrangling among the Democratic mem- 
bers of the House upon the issue of Rag-Baby 
vs. sound money. Upon that issue they are 
already hopelessly divided, and Presidential 
rivalries have already cropped out with so. 
much bitterness that any unanimity upon a 
political policy is hopeless. Prominent 
Northern Democrats publicly announce that 
they will not abide by caucus decisions unless 
those decisions agree with their views. It is 
already an irrepressible conflict, which will not 
down, and will make very lively music be- 
fore our Independents hold their Nominating 
Convention next May. The infection. will 
spread meanwhile, and this Third Party, 
which will draw mainly from the Democratic 
ranks, will also secure a not inconsiderable 
constituency from the Republican party. 

It would be premature as yet to forecast 
the candidates of the Third Party, but its 
leading and its rank and ‘ile can already be 
seen without spectacles. Prominent among 
the leaders of the Rag-Baby party will be 
Fog-Horn Allan, Wenpeu Purirs, Bex 
Burize, Pig-Iron Kxwuzy, Wasn MoLaay, 
Cam, S. M. Surrn, Trevetuice, Jon 
Forrest, Ioxarros DoxnxI x, Bouchaxax, 
and other nurses of the Baby, who have been 

and feeding it since its sickness of 


Tuomas, and the Chicago Inter-Ovcean, 
Which has steadily opposed the financial 
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ment of discontented and turbulent working- 
men which exists in every large city; of 
broken-winded speculators and balloon- flyers; 
of that large class which is incumbered by 
debts that can only be paid by the unlimited 
issne of irredeemable bad currency, which 
is tantamount to legalized repudiation; 
and of that class of people who think 
that a flood of this cheap, depre- 
ciated, irredeemable rag money is the only 
panacea for their troubles. These classes are 
to be found in both the old parties and in all 
the States, and the work of gathering them 
in and crystallizing them into a homogeneous 
party has already commenced. While they 
cannot gather strength enough to carry the 
election, they will at least poll a considerable 
votes While they will not be able to carry 
any State asa whole, they may at least se- 
cure some local victories anda certain amount 
of the minor spoils. They will go into the 
campaign with strength enough and votes 
enough to make them a very important and 
disturbing faction in the contest, and one 
which should be taken into account by the 
campaign-mappers, especially upon the Demo- 
cratic side. 


Mr. Bocy’s bill would substitute legal-tenders for 
specie in the payment of customs. This would permit 
the export of the amount now annually paid for duties, 
and would consequently allow the stock of specie beid 
in this country to be further reduced. Were it pos- 
sible to supplement this absurd measure by another 
substituting currency for gold in the payment of in- 
terest on the public debt, there would be no further 
use for specie, aud it would disappear from our marta 
of trade. The thing needed is to have the demand in- 
creased instead of decreased, so that larger quantities 
will be retainea to meet the legitimate requirements of 
business.— Buffalo Commerciul Advertiser. 

The Advertiser, which isa sound Repub- 
lican paper, and so usually sound on finance, 
falls in this paragraph into an odd error, to 
which we wish to call its attention, in a 
friendly way. Even if Bocy’s absurd bill 
became law, and if the nation should then 
cheat its creditors by paying the interest on 
its bonds in mere promises, i. e., greenbacks, 
instead of gold, there would still be “ far- 
ther use for specie,” and it would not dis- 
appear from our marts of trade.” It would 
be used in three ways. In the first place, it 
would be needed to buy imported goods. 
These can only be got by paying gold for 
them, or giving other goods in exchange. 
The New York merchant who orders iron, 
tin, glass, tea, coffee, sugar, quinine, 
silk, cloth, linen, India-rubber, or 
anything else, from a foreign coun- 
try, must remit in payment a draft 
for which he has already paid gold in New 
York City, or he must ship the gold direct by 
express. Even if an ingenious system of 
barter could be arranged, by which our ex 
ports were exchanged directly for our imports 
without any use of money, —and this is mani- 
festly impossible,—the difference between the 
value of what we shipped and what we re- 
ceived would have to be calculated and paid in 
gold. Here, then, is one great use of the 
precious metal, which is wholly independent 
of its present uses in the payment of duties 
to the nation and of interest by the nation. 
Secondly, even if the interest on the debt 
were paid in greenbacks, they would have to 


remitted to Europe—which holds from one- 
third to one-half of our bonds in the shape of 
gold. The representatives of foreign bond- 
holders would take the depreciated paper 
and sell it on Wall street for what it would 
bring in hard money. The gold thus ob- 
tained would be$Bent abroad. Thus, as often 
as the interest matured on any of our bonds 
held in Europe, there would be an active de- 
mand for gold here. For the paper paid out 
at Washington would not circulate abroad. 
The recipients would therefore promptly ex- 
change it for gold in New York. In tho third 
place, there would be a steady private de- 
mand for gold qutside the needs of importers. 
Every European holder of a railroad or 
American municipal bond would either draw 
his interest in gold or exchange the green- 
backs in which it was paid for 
their equivalent in gold. Every Ameri- 
can tourist would require to have a 
letter-of-credit redeemable in gold on 
the other side of the Atlantic, and while he 
might buy this here for depreciated green- 
backs, his drafts would be forwarded by the 
bankers who had cashed them to the banker 
here who issued the letter-of-credit, and 
would have to be met by remitting gold 
abroad, 

These are some of the ways in which gold

We would have to becut off from the 
rest of the world by an ocean of fire in order 
to prevent the conversion of our paperinto the 
world’s currency, gold, within our borders, 
and so fixing the value of the dishonored 
promises to pay given in exchange for it. 


GOVERNMENT RAILROAD. . 

In the article which we printed in Tur 
Trrune of yesterday under the head of 
State Ownership of Railroads,” we did not 
intend that the general indorsement of the 
system as it works in Europe should be con- 
strued as a recommendation that it should be 
tried in the United States. In all Europe, 
with the exception of Great Britain, all Gov- 
ernments have retained the right of super- 
vision over the railway traffic in a manner and 
degree not exercised over any other business. 
In France, the Government has some railroad 
interests, acquired by the advancement of 
money or the guarantee of bonds, but it ex- 
ercises thé most absolute policy of dictation 
without reference to ownership. It raises or 
reduces the rates, revises the time-tables, 
ratifies or rejects the officials appointed, and 
in all other essential relations to the public de- 
termines the managementof the roads. What 
is known as the Belgian system is the 
partial State ownership of railroads, whereby 
the railroads belonging exclusively to private 
corporations are brought in competition 
with the public roads managed by the Gov- 
ernment. This plan has also been adopted 
by Germany, which now seems disposed to 
follow the Russian plan and acquire posses- 
sion of all the railroads in the Empire. The 
Russian Government owns all the railroads 
within its jurisdiction, and operates them as 
military as well as commercial railroads. In 
Italy the Belgian system was adopted. Italy 
subsequently sold its best railroad interests, 
and is now negotiating for their repurchase. 
In England, railroad enterprises, which now 
own property worth £500,000,000 in round 
numbers, have always been in the hands of 
private owners, and their management is 
about as unrestrained as that of the United 
States railroads. The purchase of all the 
British roads at a capitalization of 4 or 5 
per cent on the average earnings for ten years 
has been agitated for a long time, but the 
increase of the national debt would be so 
enormous that it is extremely doubtful 
whether this additional burden will ever 
aseumed—yet it has many advocates. 

But any notion of the 
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of railroads to this country is met at the out- 
set by the radical difference in the form of 
Government. The Governments 
have a system of civil service which insures 
as economical a management of great enter- 
prises as where the latter are intrusted to in- 
dividual capital and diseretion. This theory 
was the basis of the Belgian system of partial 
State ownership. In the United States, how- 
ever, the only system of civil service is the- 
old Democratic “‘ spoils” system. There are 
two great political camps in open war with 
each other, and fighting upon the mutual un- 
derstanding that to the victors belong the 
spoils.” The accession of either party to 
power means a summary revolution in the 
tenure of office from the highest to the low- 
est degree. Every individual office-holder 
and every ofliceseeker are then actu- 
ated by the ruling motive of making 
as much out of their places as 
possible. They have to make up for the 
time they were out of office, and anticipate 
for the contingency of being displaced at the 
next election. It is to such a system as this 
that the management of Government rail- 
roads would have to be intrusted, just the 
same as the management of the Post-Office 
Department, the revenue system, the col- 
lection of the whisky tax, the pension dis- 
bursements, and the Indian-frauds service. 
It is in the contemplation of this on the 
make system that all idea of Government 
railroads must be dismissed; a partial owner- 
ship for competition would probably justify 
the private railroad corporations in making 
higher charges than they exact at present, 
and an absolute ownership of all railroads 
with such management would be the speediest 
road that could be taken to national bank- 
ruptcy. 

The only counterpart of the Continental 
system of State ownership of railroads would 
be their purchase and operation by the Gen- 
eral Government. The States themselves 
could not go beyond their own boun- 
daries in the control of any roads they might 
buy, and there w no likelihood that there 
would be any more agreement among the 
several States than there is now in the rail- 
road legislation. If there were, the railroad 
service would still be subjected to the party- 
spoils system, and, unfortunately, our local 
political Governments are no better in this 
regard than the General Government, except 
as their opportunities are more contracted. 
Enlarge these opportunities by the addition 
of a State railway system, and the public ser- 
vice of the States would be as corrupt as that 
of the General Government under the same 
circumstances. 

In considering the Government ownership 
of railroads in this country it must be re- 
membered that it would involve an invest- 
ment greater than the present national debt, 
—somewhere in the neighborhood of $2,500,- 
000,000 perhaps. About a million men would 
be added to the public service, who would be 
increased at election times by many thon- 
sands. The money handled by these officials 
would exceed every year the entire revenues 
of the State and National Governments at the 
present time, and the temptation to cor 
ruption would be increased in proportion. 
Local and Congressional elections would 
thereafter depend upon the local interests 
growing out of the railroad question. Every 
city in the country would want better advan- 
tages and lower freights than its neigh- 
bors. Every village would insist on hav- 
ing a new and larger brick or stone 
depot. The location of car-works, 
and rolling-mills, and general offices, 
would be subject to Congressional lobbying 
and log-rolling. The salaries of railroad 
officials and employes would be an important 
element in politics, and so would the number 
of employes in this vast branch of the public 
service. Every city of any size would desire 
to be an important railway terminus, and 
every side-tracking in the country would in- 
sist upon an ornamented dapot. The Rail- 
roads Department would run the Government 
instead of the Government running the rail- 
roads. The public might, for a short time, 
nominally enjoy better accommodations and 
better rates than at the present, but the cost 
would be so dear when it should come to 
the payment of the deficiency bills that the 
public would in the end be glad to give the 
railroads away to anybody that would take 
them. All idea of Government-ownership of 
railroads under our present party and spoils 
system of officeholding should be dismissed 
as impracticable. 

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 

The Cinemnati Literary Club had the 
pleasure, a few days ago, of hearing a quite 
remarkable essay on municipal govern- 
ment, to which the Commercial rightly calls 
attention as a valuable contribution to the 
general knowledge on that subject. The re- 
forms proposed are not new. They are thus 
summarized : 

1. Limit the duties confided to your Government as 
narrowly as possible, so that few Boards will be neces- 


— in most cases, to single execu’ 
tive officers instead of Boards. 

3, Lengthen the term of offies. 

4. Appoint all officers except a very few whom the 
people may be relied upon to select with reasonable 
care and success, 

The gist of the essay consists in the new 
line of argument followed. The anthor, 
searching for first-class methods of organiza- 
tion, finds two admirable examples,—the 
Roman Church and the regular army. In 
each, implicit obedience is required, and there 
is a rigid gradation of ranks. The higher 
positions in both are reached by slow promo- 
tion through a series of lower grades. The 
sovereign authority in each has a staff of 
confidential advisers. In short, the organ- 
ization through which Pio Noxo combats 
Bismancx is surprisingly like that with which 
the latter overcame France, although the 
weapons are so different.” 

It is certainly a striking thought that the 
leading principles of these two widely-differ- 
ent organizations, both of which are such 
perfect pieces of mechanism, should be the 
same. 

The traits of the Roman Church and 
regular army organization to be retained 
aré the gradation of official ranks; the 
gradual passage from lower to higher; serv- 
ice during good behavior or for long terms;

It is only in comparatively modern times 
that we have learned to blow ourselves and 
other people to pieces. The explosive in all 
its various forms of gunpowder, nitro-glycer- 
ine, dynamite or giant-powder, etc., is some- 
thing new. We are unfortunately accus- 
tomed, however, to wholesale murders com- 
mitted in mines by natural explosives, and in 
magazines and on shipboard by those of arti- 
ficial make. One of the most horrible of all 
these accidents is that of Saturday morning, 
when a case of dynamite blew up at Bremen 
and killed and wounded, according to the offi- 
cial report, 100 persons, of whom sixty were 
slain outright. It seems that some gigantic fool 


had carefully packed a package of dynamite 


in his luggage, and then taken passage 
en the steamship Mosel, from Bremen to 
New York. Dynamite looks like damp Gra- 
ham flour, and is composed of silicious ashes 
or pulverized earth saturated with three times 
its weight of nitro-glycerine. It burns slow- 
ly in the open air, but explodes with tre- 
mendous, incomprehensible force when con- 
fined within a small space. Under the latter 
circumstances, a sudden thump sends it fly- 
ing inte flame. No better material could have 
been selected if the Bremen explosion had 
been intended. The Mosel was lying a short 
distance from the wharf, and her shoreward 
side was doubtless covered with passengers. 
A tug lay by her. The passengers’ baggage 
was being transferred to the ship. Some- 
body may have stumbled, somebody may 
have dropped a package,—just how the ex- 
plosion came we shall probably never know. It 
did come. The tug was blown to pieces. 
The steamship was so damaged that she 
cannot sail. Four passengers were killed. 
The rest of the sixty murdered ones were prob- 
ably sailors, porters, and longshoremen on 
the wharf. Another passenger has since tried 
to commit suicide, but has been prevented. 
His deed excites the suspicion that he owned 
and packed the dynamite, and that his crim- 
inal carelessness is responsible for the hor- 
rible massacre. He is to be examined. If 
the explosion had to occur, it is perhaps best 
that it took place when and where it did. 
Had the Mosel been on mid-ocean, she would 
have sunk with every soul on board.

2. Senator Frnur, holding the temporary 
position of President of the Senate, does not 
lose his character of Senator, and has the 
same rights in debate and otherwise as he 
would have if Vice-President Wuson were 
alive and he were merely presiding in his ab- 
sence. 

8. There is no vacancy in the United States 
Senate from Michigan, and therefore Mich- 
igan is not entitied to another Senator. If 
Gen. Grant were to die during his term, and 
Ferry were to become President, there would 
then be a vacancy which Michigan could fill. 
But, the United States Senate being a per- 
manent body, it is believed that it could 
designate another of its members to act as 
President of the Senate, and thus displace 
Senator Ferry, at any time it might see fit, 
unless there should meanwhile be a vacancy 
in Grant's place. The Senator so selected 
would then be President of the Senate, and, 
by virtue of the law as it stands now, would 
succeed to the vacancy made by Gen. Gaiwt’s 
death. The successorship isin Furry until 
the Senate selects some one else to act as 
President of the Senate.

These 
relics of dead Revolutionary heroes differ from 
the office-holders, who never resign and seldom 
die. They sometimes resigu the weeds of,widow- 
hood in favor of some frisky centenarian, but 
they never die. We fear that some of them 
exist, indeed, only for the purpose of draw- 
ing pensions, and that a strict investigation 
would show that they are mere simulacra,— 
shadows which hide claim-agents with elastic 
consciences aud empty pockets. Immortality is 
no more a distinguishing featare of the aged 
widow-pensiover than fruitfulness is of the 
younger. Pensions, be it explained, increase 
with the number of minor children with whom 
thé female pensioner is blessed. The result is, 
that the average widow is surrounded with such 
a multitade of olive-branches that the family 
looks like a forest. And the odd thing is that 
the minors never become adults. If the pen- 
gioner had thirteen minor children in 1865, whea 
she first received Uncle Sam's bounty, the de- 
cade makes no difference; she has still thirteen 
in 1875.

Unhappy State of Affairs in the Louisi- 


aua Parishes Inaptly Called 
Feliciana. 


A Category of Fiendish Acts Es- 
tablishing Total Depravity, 


The Editorial Man-Killer of Lexington, Mo., 
Aoquitted on His Third Trial. 


Purely Imaginary Nature of the Tale 
of a $15,000,000 Robbery, 


LOUISIANA KU-KLUX. 
drapatch lo The Chicago Tridune, 

New Onweans, Dec. 13.— The condition of af- 
fairs in the Fiorida parishes of this State, espe- 
cially in the Felicianas, is such as to excite the 
indignation of all who respect law and order. A 
state of border-ruffianism exists which has had 
no parallel since the days of Quantrell and the 
guerrilla fiends of the War. West Feliciana is 
the parish in which John Gaur, a leading colored 
man, was taken from a guard while being con- 
veyed from Baton Rouge to Clinton, 
on an alleged charge of being 
accessory to the poisoning of a Dr. 
J. W. Saunders, and his body filled with bullets. 
His sister-in-law was taken from jail and hanged 
by the same mob in the court-yard. From a 
gentieman just arrived from that section of 
country, I learn that hardly a night passes but 
some outrage—theft, arson, or assassination—is 
committed. For several weeks gangs of preda- 
tory outlaws, armed, have raided the parishes, 
committing their evil deeds unchecked. It is 
said these bands are comprised of the ignorant, 
unemployed white young men of the parish, and 
are bound together in a Ku-Klux fraternity. 

My iuformant states that, on Sunday night, 
the 5th inst., a squad of about thirty men visit- 
od the house of Jack Russell, a well-to-do col- 
ored farmer, owning considerable real estate, 
living near the residence of Mrs. Smylie, and 
committed one of the most brutal murders on 
record, After putting Russell in an empty pork- 
barrel and securing him there, the squad stood 
at a short distance and fired over sixty bullets at 
him, most of them piercing and otbers going 
through the barrel and body. Not satisfied with 
act of barbarity, finding that life 
was not yet extinct, the gang set to 
and deliberately cut Ruseell’s head from his 
body. The murdered man was respected by all 
his white neighbors, and was an industrious and 
honest farmer. No excuse has yet been made 
for this outrage. The better class of the 
planters condemn the outrage, but claim to be, 
and are, our inforniant says, powerless to 
prevent the commission of such crimes by the 
“ Regulators,” as they style themselves. The lat- 
ter are too numerous, and have too many sym- 
pethizers in that community.

JACKSON GRIMSHAW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridbuna, 


Quincy, III., Dec. 13.— The death of the Hon. 
Jackson Grimshaw, a prominent lawyer of this 
city, occurred to-day. Mt. Grimshaw removed 
from Pennsylvanis to Illinois in 1843, locating in 
Pittsfield, Pike County. He subsequently came 
to Quincy, and became associated in practice 
with Judge Archibald Williams, the firm being 
at one time famous in Inis jurisprodence. 
Col. Grimshaw’s father was an author of celeb- 
rity, the writer of many sehool-books, one of the 
first histories of the United States used in the 


schools being of his production. In 1565 
Mr. Grimshaw was appointed Presi- 
dent Lincoln Collector Internal Revenue 


for the Quincy District, which post he held till 
1869. He was an active friend of Lincoln, Yates, 
and other prominent men of the day. He car- 
ried in 1861 dispatches to Washington from Gov. 
Yates of the capture of arms at the St. Louis 
arsenal, walking from Annapolis to Washington 
and giving the first intelligence at the Nationai 
5 itol that IIlinois and the West were for the 
Jnion.

marked—penalty for neglect; Sec. 4 declares 
addition of water an adulteration, and swill- 
milk is declared unwholesome. 

The law before the Common Covncil provides 
that the Mayor shall issue licenses to milk 
depots, groceries, stalls, or wagons; licenses 
to expire Avril 1, 1876, and yearly thereafter, at 
$20 per year; number of license to be displia ved 
in a conspicuous place; skimmed milk, 
when sold; must be so and gro- 
cers and stalls must exhibit signs in a 
conspicuous place; whoever sells, or has in 
his possession with intent to sell, or offers for 
sale or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to 
which water or any foreign substance has-been 
added, or offers for sale or exchange as pure 
milk any milk from which cream, or any part 
thereof, has been removed, shall be liable to the 
penalties provided; violation of ordinance may 
be prosecuted, and one-half of fine shall go to 
complainant, and one-half to pay Inspect- 
or,—penatty, $25 to $100; Board of Health 
to appoint a Milk Inspector, with power 
of rewoval at discretion, and compensation 
of Inspector to be paid by the Board 
of Health, and paid outof licenses, together 
with other expenses, the balance to go to the 
City Treasury; should any provisions, enacted 
ordinances, or any part thereof, be inconsistent 
with any part of the preceding sections, they 
shall be repealed. |

Council bill is drawn in the interest of an In- 
spector.

RAILROAD THIEVES.
